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Abstracts of Presentations 

The SCERTS® Model 

Brendan O'Connor Webster and Elaine Tsang 

SCERTS®, a comprehensive methodology for treating children with autism, has 
been the philosophical program underlying CSLOT's Intensive-Early Intervention 
Program since early 2007. Based on recommendations from the National Research 
Council, SCERTS® is an acronym which stands for Social Communication, Emotional 
Regulation, and Transactional Support, the primary developmental dimensions 
targeted to support the development of individuals with autism and their families. 
The child learns within the social context of daily activities and experiences, and 
draws on the support of various partners across different settings. This presentation 
will focus on the Emotional Regulation component, showing how problem behavior 
is often the consequence of dysregulation; treatments will be discussed. 

Positive Behavioral Supports 
Dr. Shubha Kashinath 

This portion of the program will focus on providing participants with foundational 
knowledge in understanding forms and functions of communication, identifying 
challenging behaviors, and evaluating gestalt language styles that are characteristic 
of many children on the autism spectrum. Participants will be introduced to 
principles of positive behavior support (PBS) interventions which are individualized 
to address the specific challenges faced by the individual with autism through 
systematic, evidence-based strategies that decrease challenging behaviors while 
increasing the individual's ability to use appropriate social communication skills. 
Participants will learn to develop real-world, feasible interventions that address 
communication challenges of individuals with autism and their families. 

Applied Behavioral Analysis 
Matt McAlear 

Due to the heterogeneous nature of autism, no single approach or therapy is 
appropriate for all individuals. However, most interventions for children with 
autism that are identified as Evidence-Based Practices have generally been based 
on the principles of Applied Behavior Analysis (ABA). Fidelity amongst providers of 
these programs varies dramatically causing widespread misunderstanding about 
what constitutes an effective program for this population. In this session, the 
presenter will first discuss the basic scientific principles of ABA and how they can 
be used for improving socially significant behaviors. Next, a discussion of treatment 
methodologies which employ the principles and procedures of ABA will be identified 
and described. Third, critical elements of comprehensive programs designed to 
serve individuals with autism will be delineated and discussed. Participants will be 
provided with practical information about developing evidence-based programs to 
facilitate children's overall development within a coherent conceptual framework, 
enabling productive treatment planning and program evaluation.
